Final Day

Don Hefton, Tax Collector. 


Henrie, a Collin County resident, 
was charged with the murder of 21- 
year-old Lynn Studd of Lake Jackson 
in what was proported to be an 
argument over the sale of drugs. The 
argument and the shooting of Studd 
took place in a field near Murphy on 
Sept. 28. 
Also killed in the incident was 
Kenneth Avery of Garland. 
According to District Attorney Tom 
O’Connell of Plano, the jury has been 
released for the weekend and will take 
up the punishment phase of the trial 
Monday morning in Judge Tom 
Ryan’s 199th District Court in 
McKinney. O’Connell said he will seek 
the death penalty; however, the jury 
could sentence Henrie to a life term in 
prison. 
The shooting came to light when 
Henrie showed up at the Plano Police 
Dept, with one of the shooting victims 
and told police of the incident. A 
companion was captured later in 
Garland, but a subsequent Grand 
Jury no-billed the companion in the 
incident. 
Henrie’s trial began two weeks ago 
with jury selection, which took almost 
seven days to complete. The actual 
presentation of testimony took but two 
days, with the jury deliberations 
lasting approximately four hours 
Friday.

Sale Goes Year Round

Clothing, appliances and other 
items donated to the POWER trading 
post in Plano are used to benefit local 
residents by enabling the trading post 
to operate as a year-round garage 
sale. 
POWER Inc.—the Pat O’Connor 
Workshop 
for 
Evaluation 
and 
R ehabilitation—helps 
provide 
training and employment for young 
mentally handicapped adults. The 
trading post was set up two years ago 
to help make the workshop a self- 
sufficient operation. 
Located on E. Dallas North Park­ 
way, the trading post accepts used 
articles then cleans and refurbishes 
them for sale at “bargain basement” 
prices, much the same as private 
garage sales. Besides providing in­ 
come for POWER, the trading post 
also serves as a training ground for 
some of the workshop clients. 
“We feel that people in this area 
should give their used items to 
POWER simply because we are 
providing services to the people of this 
area,” said POWER director Joe 
Perry. 
He said that the Salvation Army and 
Goodwill—both of which accept the 
same types of donations as the trading

post—are good organizations, but that 
the items given to those two groups go 
into Dallas and don’t necessarily 
benefit Planoites. 
The trading post is open from 9 a.m. 
until 5 p.m. Monday through Saturday 
and is run by volunteer Mary Miles, 
who coordinates the work of other 
volunteers, and some young POWER 
workers. 
To 
help 
in 
their 
rehabilitative training, the POWER 
clients run the cash register, count out 
change and deal directly with the 
customers. 
Other young people in the workshop 
help to clean the donated items, but 
very little repair work is done. 'Hie 
POWER director said that there is a 
need at the trading post for someone— 
perhaps a retired handyman—to 
spend a few hours each week volun­ 
tarily mending the donated ap­ 
pliances. 
“We have a very small staff doing 
what we’re doing,” Perry explained. 
There are about 35 POWER clients 


and six paid staff members at the 
workshop now. 
Most of the money taken in at the 
trading post is put into a separate 
account for use as matching funds for 
intergovernmental grants. These 
grants usually require that POWER 
Inc. provide 20 or 30 percent of the 
total money needed for a project with 
the government providing the rest of 
the money. 
According to Mary Miles and Perry, 
the workshop is hoping to expand their 
evaluation unit in the near future 
along with adding more warehousing 
space for the trading post. 
“We are very cramped for space,” 
Perry said. It is hoped, he added, that 
funds from the sale of trading post 


merchandise can be used to help with 
some of the expansion. 
“I want to emphasize that we’re not 
involved in the trading post for 
profit,” explained the director, “but 
we use it to create funds to serve the 
handicapped people in this area.” 
“Practically anything” is accepted 
by the trading post for resale, and 
Mrs. Miles stressed that items will be 
picked up by POWER Inc. if the 
donators cannot bring them in. “But 
we do appreciate it when the people 
bring the items in themselves,” she 
added. 
Those Planoites wishing to shop at 
the trading post or to donate items are 
urged to visit the POWER complex. 
To have items picked up, call the 
trading post at 424-1566.

A look at the record books shows 
that the Collin County economy made 
surprising gains in the last few years. 
Despite inflation, unemployment, 
high taxes and the various other 
problems that arose, common to all 
sections of the country, there was 
progress locally. 
A principal indicator of this 
progress is the volume of business 
that 
was 
done by 
local 
retail 
establishments. The reports show that 
it encreased considerably during the 
five years ending Jan. I, 1976. 
It reflects the fact that area 
families, most of whom had their pay 
envelopes 
fattened each 
year, 
remained active in the marketplace, 
spending as much as was necessary to 
maintain the standard of living to 
which they had become accustomed. 
The growth in the period is brought 
out in data compiled by the Standard 
Rate and Data Service. 


It shows that retail sales in Collin 
County stores, as of the beginning of 
this year, reached an annual rate of 
more that $ 155,623,000. Five years 
earlier they totaled $81,253,000. 
It was a bigger increase than was 
recorded in many parts of the coun­ 
try. Much of it was due, of course, to 
inflation. 
The rise, 91 percent, topped the 
United States rise of 65 percent and 
the 83 percent in the West South 
Central States. 
It was equivalent to consumer 
spending last year at the rate of $5,141 
per local household, as compared with 
the 1970 rate of $3,605 per household. 
Fundamental to the growth in retail 
activity in the local area during the 
five-year span was the marked in­ 
crease in income accounted for by the 
average family.

One of the things President Carter said 
when he was campaigning was that he 
would sign a bill repealing Section 14-B of 
the Taft-Hartiey Act if the congress sent 
one to him. Obviously, when he said it he 
was looking for labor support, but he did 
make such a committment. We would hope 
that he would reconsider since he has been 
elected, but there is no way to be sure 
except to see that he does not get such a 
bill from congress. 
Surveys taken in all parts of the country 
have repeatedly shown that the citizens 
favor right-to-work laws, even in states 
that do not have such laws, but labor union 
pressure has prevented passage of such 
laws in 30 of the 50 states The lack of such 
laws has worked against those states in a 
very real way in that most of the growth in 
new manufacturing jobs has gone to states 
that do have right-to-work laws. 
A report released by the National Right 
to Work Committee reveals that right-to- 
work states gained 60 percent of the new 
manufacturing jobs created during the 
period from 1964 through 1974. The report 
listed the increases in jobs during this 
period for the 19 right-to-work states and 
the 31 non-right-to-work states. (Louisiana 
passed a right-to-work law in July, 1976.) 
The tabulation used statistics compiled 
and released by the U.S. Department of 
Labor. The statistical tabulation follows:

The first drop of Alaskan oil has yet to 
flow through the hundreds of miles of 
pipeline from North Slope fields to the port 
of Valdez, thence by tanker to Oregon and 
California ports. But petroleum experts 
are already worred about what they are 
going to do with the 1.2 million barrels a 
day of oil Alaska will begin producing in

The dilemma centers on the fact that, 
according to current estimates, it will take 
two to five years to upgrade existing 
pipelines and build new ones to transport 
the fuel between the West Coast and inland 
refineries. They predict a surplus of 
400,000 to 500,000 barrels a day when 
Alaskan oil begins flowing in full stream 
Fortunately, the West Coast’s glut of the 
black stuff may become a Niagara of gold 
for the railroads, which up to now have 
shared only a fraction of the petroleum 
shipping business They are banking on an 
innovation called the TankTrain, which 
they believe will not only be competitive 
with pipelines but could become the 
predominant method of moving crude oil 
within the U.S.

Jimmy Carter has begun his presidency by fulfilling one of 
his First promises to the American people. That the promise 
itself did not go quite far enough to satisfy completely the 
demands of fairness and mercy should not go overlooked, 
but for the moment that deficiency is clearly of secondary 
importance. Mr. Carter has used his first executive order to 
grant a full, complete and unconditional pardon to all 
Vietnam War draft evaders, and that sweeping, generous act 
should go a long way toward healing most of the remaining 
wounds from that ghastly national experience. 
Moreover, regardless of whether Americans agree with 
the blanket pardon, they can only be encouraged by this 
evidence that Mr. Carter intends to make good on his word.

But the swiftness and the 
resoluteness with which Mr. Carter carried out this highly 
visible and controversial pledge surely earns him the 
presumption that he was serious when he asked the voters to 
believe in him.

In the past few weeks, Gandhi has been releasing some 
opposition leaders from jail. Most recently, the aged Moraji 
Desai. former deputy prime minister and one of Gandhi’s 
most persistent foes, has been freed. 
However, as Desai says, the short time remaining before 
the elections makes it extremely difficult, if not impossible. 
to mount a successful opposition. 
Gandhi has promised that rules of the year-and-a-half- 
vear-old emergency will be relaxed to permit “legitimate 
activities'' by recognized parties. 
It is pertinent to wonder whether the oppositionists will be 
permitted to attack Gandhi’s government openly. The dic­ 
tatorial powers she assumed at the start of the emergency 
are now embodied in statute law. It is illegal, for instance, to 
print “objectionable m atter” —meaning anything at all— 
against the government. 
One must also wonder whether anyone will be able to 
contribute funds to Gandhi’s opposition for campaign ex­ 
penses without being jailed later for doing so.

Do you have either a son or 
daughter attending a school0 
If so. do you know whether or 
not you can claim your child 
as a dependent on your tax 
return0 
If your child was under 19 
years of age in 1976 or was a 
student at a recognized

age—for at 
least five calendar months in 
1976 then you might be able 


For Thursday 


to claim an exemption for 
that child. As long as you 
have supplied over half of 
your child's support during 
the year, the exemption may 
be claimed 
This is true even though 
your child claims himself as 
an exemption on his own tax 
return and no matter how 
much gross income he had 
during the year Also, your 
child must qualify under 


three other rules before you 
can claim an exemption: the 
relationship 
test. 
the 
citizenship test, and the joint 
return test. 
The student will meet the 
relationship test if he or she 
is a son. stepson, daughter. 
or 
stepdaughter of the 
taxpayer or of one or both 
taxpayers in the case of a 
joint return filed by the 
parents.

Question: I am a wage earner with a family to support 
Because I have many dependents and my earnings are low, 
no income tax is withheld from my pay. A friend told me that 
even though I did not pay anything in, I could still get a 
refund. This sounds funny to me. Is it true? 
Answer. Your friend is correct. This year, as a result of the 
new tax law signed by former President Ford in November, 
1976, certain persons are entitled to an "Earned Income 
C redit." In order to be eligible for the credit your adjusted 
gross income must be between $4000 and $8000. and you must 
maintain a household for one or moreof the following: 
a) An adult disabled dependent; 
b) A child w[io can be claimed as a dependent; 
e) A child who is a student or under age 19 who you are n"t 
entitled to claim as an exemption. 
The maximum amount of the credit is $400. You can claim 
the credit on line 20d of the short form 1040A or line 23c of 
long form 1040. 
+ + + 
Question: Are child support payments deductable? 
Answer: No, but alimony is. In fact, taxpayers can now 
deduct alimony from their adjusted gross incomes, rather 
than as itemized deductions. 
Although there is no mandatory alimony in the Sate of 
Texas, one can voluntarily agree to such an arrangement.

Unique Library Tells Story 
Of Women’s Role In Society 


By GAIL GREGG 
LONDON (UPI) — What 
many scholars consider the 
world’s largest and oldest 
library of women’s interest 
subjects has just opened its 
new doors to the public. 
The 20,OOO-volume F awcett 
Library, founded 50 years 
ago, moved from its post- 
World War II home in a 
crum bling, narrow four- 
story building on a central 
London side street to the 
London Polytechnic, a city 
college that offers technical 
and social science courses. 
The change makes the 
library more accessible to 
the public and solves the 
financial problems which 
have plagued the institution 
in recent years. 
The Fawcett collection’s 
subjects 
range 
from 
women’s rights and physical 
fitness 
to 
cookery 
and 
housekeeping. 
Library trustee William J. 
Smith said finances were the 
primary factor behind the 
move. The cost of main­ 
taining the valuable old 
books, adding 
to 
the 
collection, running a plant 
and paying a librarian had 
outgrown 
the 
lib ra ry ’s 
budget. 
The collection was offered 


to 
several 
universities. 
Smith said the Polytechnic 
was 
chosen 
because 
it 
agreed to maintain the entire 
library 
as 
a 
separate 
collection. 
“ It falls quite squarely into 
the kind of material that will 
be 
useful 
h ere,” 
said 
P o l y t e c h n i c ’s 
h e a d 
librarian, Rita Pankhurst, 
who coincidentally is the 
daughter-in-law 
of 
suf­ 
fragette Sylvia Pankhurst. 
Many of the materials she 
will catalogue and restore 
are Pankhurst family a r­ 
tifacts. 
They 
include the 
pamphlets and banners with 
which Emmeline Pankhurst 
and her daughters, Sylvia 
and 
Christabel, 
promoted 
their suffragette cause, the 
letters they wrote to com­ 
patriots, and the books they 
read. 
The Faw cett collection 
also 
includes 
political 
pamphlets, 
household 
im­ 
plements, 
magazines, 
let­ 
ters, 
old 
leather-bound 
volumes of texts such as 
Mary Wollstonecraft’s “The 
Rights of Women,” a 1797 
copy of the “ Duties of the 
Fem ale 
Sex,” 
“ Women 
Martyrs of the Reformation” 
and “ Physical Fitness for 
Women.” 


Fawcett librarian Barbara 
Gubbin said part of the 
library’s value are “things 
you wouldn’t normally think 
of 
saving,” 
magazines, 
letters, 
cookbooks 
and 
pam phlets usually found 
only on private bookshelves. 
Leone 
Davidoff, 
a 
professor of social history at 
Essex University and long­ 
time patron of the Fawcett 
Library, agreed. 
“ I ’ve used the library 
since 
1953,” 
she 
said. 
“Particularly their books on 
domestic service, cookbooks 
and 
household 
m anuals 
which most libraries don't 
keep. It’s an area of history 
about people who are not 
well known.” 
Although most Fawcett li­ 
brary patrons are scholars, 
Miss Gubbin said “We’ve 
been having a refreshing 
number of people stopping in 
off the street, as it were.” 
Many Fawcett patrons are 
American 
scholars 
who 
combine their holidays with 
study in London. When the 
lib ary ’s ailing 
financial 
condition became known, 
they wrote in support of the 
move to the Polytechnic.

resolutions were adopted on 
issues ranging from divorce, 
rem arriag e and w om en’s 
ordination to the role of the 
family and authority in the 
church. 


The NCR editorial said by

Following the mini-tour of 
Athens, the tourists flew to 
Rome. In the one day they 
spent in that city, the visitors

Forum, Circus 
Maximus, the Vatican. St. 
John s Cathedral and the 
Church of St. Paul. They also 
visited Mamertine prison. 
Though 
Rev 
Alexander 
had been to the Holy Land a 
number of times before his 
most recent trip, he said that 
he always enjoyed going 
back because he got to see a 
little more each time. The 
trips are varied each year, 


although the m ajor Biblical 
sites are covered in every 
tour. 
Before leaving Bethlehem, 
the Plano pastor purchased 
a complete nativity scene, 
hand-carved out 
of olive 
wood.

“You read stories all your 
life and try to see in your 


mind the Biblical places, but 
by actually visiting the 
places you can get a grasp of 
the land and Biblical sites,” 
the pastor explained, adding 
that the tour was “a blessing 
to the heart.” 
More than 630 people took 
the Bibleland Travel tour 
along with the Plano en­ 
tourage this year. Rev. 
Alexander said that he takes 


tho trip annually and tries to 
take other people with him 
who otherwise wouldn't go 
unless with someone else. 
“Tourism is the number 
one industry in Israel,” he 
noted, “and they had over 
80,000 tourists last year just 
in December and January. 
We are trying to encourage 
more and more people to 
take the trips.”

Tricks of the trade 
F / for harried mothers 


DEAR READERS — Over the years, many mothers have 
written of the little tricks they have discovered that make life 
a bit easier when there are several little ones to be looked 
after. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for mothers of children too 
young for school, who have to be taken along when mother 
shops. Pin a name tag on the child’s coat and on it write 
something like this “My name is Tommy Brown. My mother 
is wearing a red coat and we are shopping for toys and shoes.” 
Should the child stray away this might save endless time and 
worry. 
DEAR POLLY — I always wear a bright colored hat or 
scarf on my head, when I take the children to a fair or car­ 
nival. This way they easily find me in a crowd. It also works 
well when you are in charge of a large group of children, such 
as Girl Scouts and so on. 
DEAR POLLY — If you have to bandage a small child’s 
knee or elbow, cut the top and toe off of an old stretch sock and 
G 
II it over the ailing part. If it’s white, no other bandage may 
needed. 
DEAR POLLY — When a child first starts to sleep in a 
regular bed, store the crib m attress under the bed. Pull it out 
when he goes to sleep. It helps ease any possible bumps he 
may get from falling out of bed 
DEAR POLLY — When walking across a busy street with 
three or more children, use a rope in which you have tied 
loops. Each small hand size loop will be for a child to hold. 
They seem to like this and the mother can manage several 
children. The rope could be carried in a large purse when not 
in use. 
DEAR POLLY — When giving liquid medicine to children, 
have them hold an empty paper cup under their chins. If any 
medicine drips into a cup, water can be added and they drink 
it. Expensive medicine, tempers and the washing of clothes is 
saved, to say nothing of the fact that the children get ALL of 
the medicine they should have. 
DEAR POLLY — Wet a wash cloth or hand towel and keep 
in the freezing compartment of the refrigerator. When one of 
the children gets a bump or fall, one can be used as an ice 
pack. It can be bent or shaped to an elbow, knee or any place. I 
think it is better than an ice bag. 
DEAR POLLY — When little ones are sick in bed, but able 
to sit up, open two legs of your card table and leave the other 
two folded. Put the table across the bed in the child’s lap with 
the two open legs on the floor. He then has a place for playing, 
drawing, eating, etc. 
DEAR POLLY — An ordinary dish drying rack makes a 
neat filing case for a sick child’s books and toys. Crayons, pen­ 
cils, games and books fit nicely in the separate slots.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — 
Doctors don’t get much 
applause setting broken 
bones, and few are the 
laughs involved in brain 
surgery. 
So 
w hat’s 
a 
sawbones to do when he 
craves a little appreciation? 
Milton 
Kogan, 
M.D., 
solved the problem 
by 
becoming an actor. 
Kogan has combined both 
careers, acting during the 
day and tending to patients 
at night and on weekends. He 
has performed in more than 
IOO television shows and 
some 15 movies. 
One questions the motives 
of a man who can make his 
living in the most prestigious 
of professions, yet decides to 
work in one of the least 
honored trades, acting. 
Comparisons come 
to 
mind — Dr. Jonas Salk as 
opposed to, say, Huntz Hall. 
Or Dr. Michael Debakey 
versus Warren Beatty. 
Doc Kogan, a tall, baldish 
former Cornell basketball 
star, sees no reason why a 
man can’t serve humanity 
effectively on both levels 
while fulfilling his own needs 
as well. He sees nobility in 
both. 
“Acting is a wonderful, 
composite art which lets you 
feel emotion, learning about 
people instead of being 
objective about them,’’ he 
said, 
breezing 
into 
a 
restaurant after testing for a 
role in a new television 
series. 
“Medicine is a study of 
humanity. Acting is too. In 
acting, a false stimulus is 
given to you by someone 
else’s lines. But the emotion 
I feel is real because I trick 
myself into believing it. I get 
an understanding of the 
emotions I never knew as a 
doctor.” 
It 
doesn’t 
take 
a 
psychiatrist to know that 
Kogan 
is 
serious, 
and 
touchy, about his acting 
career. Clearly, there is a 
large slice of ham in him. 
“ In 
a 
professional 
capacity as a doctor I 
couldn’t show emotion,” he 
said. 
“ After expressing 
emotion in acting I’m not 
able to do so as a doctor. I’m 
a much broader person now. 
“If I can touch people’s 
souls as an actor I’ve done 
something on a grander 
scale than I could as a 
doctor. When I help people 
as a physician, I know them. 
But I don’t know the people I 
entertain as a performer. 
It’s a different thing.” 
Dr. Kogan serves at the 
Oriental Medical Clinic in 
Los Angeles and works with 
the Los Angeles Health 
Department in addition to 
taking care of his own 
patients. 
A native of Camden, N.J., 
Kogan joined acting classes 
as a means of meeting pretty 
girls while interning in Los 
Angeles. He worked in some 
25 stage productions before 
turning 
to 
films 
and 
television. 
Kogan is an adventurous 
man who spent three years 


in Ougadougou, Upper Volta, 
West Africa, in the Peace 
Corps Medical Service and 
wrote a book about it. 
So far he has played about 
20 doctor roles in various 
television shows, not so 
much because he looks or 
behaves like a physician as 
for his ability to reel off

that stump most actors. 
“Actually, my reputation 
as an actor was built on 
playing 
hard .hats 
and 
comedy

workers,” he said. “But in 
the last year and a half I've 
been playing professional 
men — doctors, lawyers and 
detectives. 
“Producers and directors 


have more confidence in me 
and I’m more sure of myself. 
I’m not any more at home 
playing doctors than any 
other parts.

And a good 
thing. When stagehands or 
fellow actors come to grief.

“I imagine if I stuck to 
medicine,” he said, “I would 
earn more in the long run. 
But that’s not the point. I 
enjoy doing both.”
